CHICAGO, 111., July 17.—The concerted action by the 
members of the Democratic National Committee from a number 
of Western and Southern States, in the endeavor to make both 
the unit rule and two thirds majority operative in future nation­ 
al conventions, was advanced today to the stage of a formal 
interchange of views on the subject, a member of the commit­ 
tee revealed today.

State prepared a formal declaration on the subject for submis­ 
sion at the proposed meeting of the 
National 
Committee at 
Clarksburg, West Virginia, early in August. 
Under the reso­ 
lution the committee would declare both rules contrary to 
Democratic principles and recommend to 
the 
various State 
bodies that all plans for the convention in 1928 and thereaf­ 
ter be calculated on the basis of majority rule on nominations, 
with every delegate free, so far as binding the entire party is 
concerned, and to vote his own preference. More than a fourth 
of the committee members have given their assent to the prop­ 
osition since toe National Convention adjourned a week ago. 
A leader said that additional members had been sounded and 
promised to assist in bringing the proposed resolution before 
the full committee.

TEXAS OIL COMPANIES WIN CASE 
AND AVOID PAYING OUT MILLIONS 


Judge Travis County District Court Holds That 
Lessor May Lease Property Such as Gasoline 
Pumps With Understanding That Leasee is Not 
To Buy Similar Products Competing Companies, 


(By Associated Press). 
AUSTIN, July 17.—Three Texas oil companies escaped 
millions of dollars in fines by a decision of Judge George Cal­ 
houn, in the Travis county district court, holding for the de­ 
fendants in anti-trust cases brought by the State against the 
Texas Company, the Gulf Refining Company, of Houston, and 
the Producers Oil and Refining Company, of Fort Worth. The 
companies were charged with restraint of trade in the leasing 
of gasoline pumps with a provision that the retailer should use 
only products of that company. 
It was held that the various 
contracts are separate agreements with each individual retail­ 
er, and therefore not in restraint of trade. 
It was also stated 
that the law in Texas is that the lessor may lease property with 
the understanding that the leasee may not buy similar pro­ 
ducts from a competing concern.

AUSTIN, July 14.— According to 
budget estimates received at State 
Board of Control the president of 
the A. and M. College received $10,- 
000 for the current year and the 
irurt s for the ensuing three years 
are the same. 
This fact was devei­ 
ned 
when University regents dis 
us ed the salary questions with the 
Board of Control at the time Dr. 
Bolton was being urged for the pres- 
idt ncy. 
It 's not known what sal­ 
ary will be paid Dr. Splawn. 
The 
A. and M. College and the Univer- 
- ity have lump sum appropriations 
for the current 
biennium and can 
t’ x salaries as they please. 
In add!- 
'ion to that A. and M. has Federal 
funds which can be used to supple­ 
ment the State appropriation where 
the State amount is not acceptable. 
The Board of Control refused to rec- 
«in mend 110,000 for the University 
•resident and had fixed h s salary at 
57.500 and $7,000 for the A. and 
M president. 
AU of the higher in- 
titutions of learning 
have 
again 
a ked for lump sum ap p ro b a tio n s, 
t was 
fated at the Board of Con­ 
trol, and with them 
they can fix 
their own b a r n s . 
It was further 
stated that under this arrangem ent 
salaries had been increased in sever­ 
al of the institutions over the pre­ 
vious two 
years and th at the in- 
reases are contemplated to continue 
for the next two years. 
The item- 
zed estim ates show this as a fact. 
Dr. II. IU Harrington, in charge 
of estimates for the board, said that 
itemization is required even though 
lump sums have been recommended 
and allowed. 
Accord ng to Dr. Har­ 


rington, the board will ask for a ma­ 
terial enlargement of the Northwest 
Texas 
insane 
asylum at Wichita 
Falls, which now has 300 patients. 
He says one build ng to accommo­ 
date 125 patients is to be construct­ 
ed in 1925, and that tho board will 
ask for one or two buildings from 
the next legislature to the end that 
the inst tution have OOO patients and 
thug relieve the jails and keep them 
free 
from 
insane for some time. 
This would also reduce the overhead 
per capita cost as the institut’on 
needs only 
housing for more pa­ 
tients. Its maintenance unit* are ad­ 
equate for them. 
A building to accommodate 200 
patients ut the Rusk asylum also is 
in contemplation 
and 
the 
board 
wants a hospital for negro women at 
that place to accommodate 123 pa­ 
tients. 
That asylum 
has 660 pa 
tients. 
* The 
eleemosynary 
institutions 
are asking only for money ti at is ab­ 
solutely needed,” asserted Dr. Har­ 
rington, “ in the way of extension* 
and 
repairs. 
My 
purpose 
is 
to 
strongly recommend that salaries be 
increased at the eleemosynary 
in­ 
stitutions, especially for tho super­ 
intendents 
and staffs of physicians 
so as to get the very best men pos 
s'ble. 
I also think the num ber of 
attendants 
should be increased to 
give better personal attention to tho 
patients and their salaries likewise 
should be si ghtly raised.” 
No m aterial increases are asked 
by the State departm ents, Dr. H ar­ 
rington 
explained, but the educa­ 
tional 
institutions are 
asking for 
larger amounts.

Proposed Amendment to Constitution 


RELATING TO GRANTING OF 
CONFEDERATE PENSIONS. 
Senate Joint Resolution No. IO. 
Proposing an 
am endment to Sec­ 
tion 51 of Article 3 of the Constitu­ 
tion of the State of Texas to provide 
that the Legislature may grant pen­ 
sions to Confederate soldiers, sailors 
and their widows who have been citi­ 
zens of Texas since prior to Janu­ 
ary I, 1910. providing that all sol­ 
diers, sailors and their widows eligi­ 
ble under the provisions hereof shall 
be entitled to be placed upon the 
rolls and partcipate in the pension 
fund created hereunder; levying a 
tax of seven ($.07) cents on the 
one hundred ($100.00) dollars valu­ 
ation of property in this State for 
the payment of such pension, pro­ 
viding that the Legislature may re­ 
duce the rate of pension for such 
purposes, fixing a time for the elec­ 
tion to be held on such amendment 
and making an appropriation to pay 
the expenses thereof. 
Be it resolved by the Legislature of 
the State of Texas: 
Section I. 
Seet'on 51 or Article 
3 of the Constitution of the State 
of Texas shall be amended so as to 
hereafter read a«. follows: 
Section 51. 
The Legislature shall 
have no pover to make any grant or 
authorize the making of any grant of 
public money to any individual, asso­ 
ciation of individuals, municipal or 
other corporations whatsoever, pro­
